AP&L Accuses 
Commission 
in Dispute 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Power & Light Co. 
has accused the staff of the Fed- 
eral Power Commission of be- 
coming a champion of Arkan- 
sas Louisiana Gas Co. in the 
gas curtailment dispute pending 
before the commission. 


The FPC staff filed a brief 


three weeks ago that severely 
criticized AP&L and took the 
side of Arkla on most points in 
the dispute between the two util- 
ities over curtailing gas sales 
to AP&L. The brief said AP&L 
was largely to blame for any 
problems it had because of the 
current gas shortage. 


Arkla is sharply curtailing its 


gas sales to AP&L and other 
large industrial customers. It 
has filed a curtailment policy 
with the FPC that places AP&L 
in the first category of cus- 
tomers to have their gas pur- 
chases curtailed. AP&L, the 
state Public Service Commis- 
sion and others protested the 
plan and the FPC temporarily 
suspended it. 


.Arkla is to curtail gas sales 


until Oct. 15 under a plan or- 
dered by the state Public Serv- 
ice Commission. It prohibits 
.Arkla from reducing gas sales 
to AP&L by more than 25 per 
cent of its needs in the summer 
and 50 per cent in the fall and 
winter. Arkla's proposal will 
presumably go into effect Oct. 
15 unless the FPC suspends the 
proposal aj,am or Arkla alters 
it. 


AP&L says .Arkla's plans will 


increase the possibility of elec- 
trical "brownouts" or "black- 
uub" in addition to possibly 
raising monthly electric bills 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— Two new satellites hurtled 
into orbit aboard a single rock- 
et today—one to test the Apollo 
tracking network, the other to 
probe the sun by creating its 
own solar eclipses. 


Because of a control problem 


with the second stage of the 
Delta rocket, the payloads were 
injected into elliptical rather 
than the desired circular orbits. 
This might reduce the effective- 
ness of the solar observatory. 


The two-stage Delta vaulted 


skyward at 5:45 a.m., EOT and 
performed 
perfectly 
through 


first and second stage flight of 
about SO minutes. Then, after 
an 18-minute coast, the second 
stage reignited for six seconds 
in a maneuver intended to 
place the satellites into circular 
paths 345 miles high. 


But the National Aeronautics 


and Space Administration an- 
nounced that when the engine 
restarted the stage experienced 
an attitude control problem and 
was pointed slightly off course. 
As a result, the payloads were 
kicked 
into 
elliptical 
paths 


ranging from about 225 to 355 
miles high. 


Officials said the abnormal 


orbit might make it more diffi- 
cult to aim some of the six ex- 
periments on the sun probe, but 
that it should have little effect 
on the Apollo test satellite.

Says Leave 
Wimbledon

NEW YORK (AP) - A lead- 


ing U.S. tennis official urged to- 
day that the United States 
break away from Wimbledon's 
apron strings and strike out on 
its own. 


"We're a big boy now," in- 


sisted Clifford Sutler. "Tennis 
in this country is booming. It is 
exposed on television. It is now 
treated warmly in the press. 
We have men willing to spend 
millions to promote and further 
the game. 


"If we continue to listen to 


Wimbledon, we will destroy all 
the gains we have made in the 
last four years through open 
tennis. I suggest we operate in- 
dependently and let no one tell 
us what 
.•. ? must do." 


Sutler's reference was to the 


move by Wimbledon, the grand- 
mother 
of tennis 
champion- 


ships, to bar professionals of 
Lamar Hunt's World Champion- 
ship Tennis troupe from it tour- 
nament next season. 


The Wimbledon action was 


followed by that of the Inter- 
national Lawn Tennis Feder- 
ation, encompassing all tennis 
playing nations. 


"Wimbledon is jealous of its 


role as the oldest and most re- 
vered of the tennis tourna- 
ments," Sutler said, "but you 
must remember tickets to Wim- 
bledon are sold out months in 
advance. It's not the case here. 
We must have talent to draw 
fans. 


"So I say if Wimbledon wish- 


es to bar WTC players, okay. 
It's their prerogative. But if 
our U.S. Open wants the best 
pros to play, no outsider should 
be allowed to say 'no.'"

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


International 
Monetary 
Fund 


has pressed its member nations 
to move quickly toward biuld- 
ing a new structure of money- 
exchange rates to restore order 
to the world monetary system. 


The worldwide monetary dis- 


ruption "contains the dangers 
of instability and disorder in 
currency and trade relation- 
ships," the IMF's executive di- 
rectors said in a resolution ap- 
proved Tuesday night. 


The resolution urged "reduc- 


tion of restrictive trade and ex- 
change 
policies," 
including

import surcharge, by all 118 
member nations of the fund. 


And it established the first le- 


gal basis for eventual reform of 
the monetary system, possibly 
through eliminating the gold- 
dollar standard on which it is 
based.

another plea for free trade.
